ACCIDENT IN “SAFE” MINE 


Paul Peck le Killed Flying, 


Aviator Paul Peck, of Washington, 
holder of the American duration flight 
record, was killed in%a fall with a bi­ 
plane while flying in a gusty wind in 
Chicago. 


Peck attempted too steep a spiral, 
and when he struck the ground the 
heavy engine came through the wreck 
age, striking him in the neck. 


A gusiy wind blew at Cicero Field 
all day, and Director Andrew Drew 
posted a warning to aviators against 
going up. 
Peck, believing his smalj 
biplane would be fast enough to carry 
him through^ the choppy wind, went 
into the air in spite of the caution. 


At about 8O01 feet altitude he start 
ed to come down in a spiral glide. Be­ 
cause .of the unusual^ small span ef 
his machine, Peck g?t into too steep 
a spiral, his aeroplane slid toward the 
center of the Yortex a#*} he could not 
bring it back.

Scarcely another remark was made 
to the police by either man until they 
were examined at police headquarters 
later by Assistant District Attorney 
Moss, acting for District Attorney 
Whitman, who has gone out to Hot 
Springs to t«ke testimony of persons 
who talked to Sam Schepps, a witness 
in the case. 


The women, however, made a scene, 
throwing their arms around their hus 
bands’ necks and shedding copious 
.tears. Thoy had to bç torn away from 
the men before thé police could get 
their prisoners out of the apartment, 
and were later brought to police head 
quarters. 


With 
the arrest of “Gyp” and 
“Lefty," whose real names are Harry 
Horowitz and Louis Rosenweig, all of 
the seven men accused of the murder 
of Herman Rosenthal, of which Police 
Lfeutenant Charles Becker Is the al­ 
leged instigator, are now in the hands 
of the authorities. 


The capture of the two men came 
as a result of what is regarded in po­ 
lice circles as the best detective woilc 
done in the history of the 'department. 
It was the fruit of unbroken surveil­ 
lance of the wives and relatives of the 
men since their disappearance on the 
day of thq murder, July 16.

surveillance was maintained 
by sixty detectives working in relays,

Commissioner Dougherty said that 
“Gyp" and #‘Lefty" had fled imme­ 
diately after the murder to Parks- 
ville, N. Y., a summer resort in the 
Catskill mountains, and had remained 
there more than a week. 
His men 
had traced them back to New York by 
their baggage checks, but had lost 
them at the Hoboken terminal. 


Where they were between July 26, 
the date of tl^elr arrival and Aug. 15, 
the commissioner has not definitely 
determined. Neither gunman appeared 
to be in fumta. “Gyp" having only $18 
\u his po-session.

The chief industry today of the 
town of Bethlehem in Palestine is the 
manufacture of articles of religious 
devotion and ornaments from mother 
of pearl, writes Vice-Consul 
Lewis 
Heck from Jerusalem. 
The methods 
and tools used are mostly quite primi­ 
tive in character, as are also the build­ 
ings in which the workmen carry on 
their trade. 
The principal products 
lire carved shells on which religious 
scenes are depicted, beads and rosa­ 
ries. 


The material known 
as 
"pearl 
waste," from which the two. latter 
products are made, is very 
largely 
imported from the United States, and 
the American market also is the larg­ 
est purchaser of these goods. 
The 
laige carved shells are sold mostly 
to tourists in Jerusalem* and Bethle­

Scores of antiquarians and othem 
Interested ln the races that Inhabit» 
ed the American continent before th* 
cóming of the white man visited the 
assembly room at the Waldorf-Astoria 
hotel to see the relics recently taken 
from tbe sacred lake of Guatavlta, 
near Bogota, Colombia, and brought tó 
New York by Mr. Hartley Knowles 
of London, the New York Herald r** 
ports. 


The story of the finding of the rel­ 
ics, which consist of gold ornaments, 
emeralds and pottery, reads like á 
romance. 
Ever since the Spaniard* 


E 
onquered tbe Indian race that ln-> 
ablted tbe fertile plateau ln Colom­ 
bia efforts have been made to r* 
cover treasures sunk in the lake each 
year by the Indians as a religious 
rite. 
Spaniards undertook the task, 
but draining the lake was too diffloult 
for them. 
Another determined 
at­ 
tempt was made ln 1823 by Capt 
Charles Stuart Cochrane, an English­ 
man, but it ended in failure. 
In 1900 
a British corporation was formed, and 
it tunneled the monutalns and drained 
the lake. It has now begun to miné 
the relics burled deep in the mud. 


Lake Guatavlta is almost in the cen< 
ter of the Great Andean plateau that 
was the home of the Chibch kingdom, 
composed of Indians who lived by ag' 
rlculture and who had a civilized form 
of government. 
One of their cities* 
Usaquen,,is said to have had more 
than a million inhabitants. 


The ChibchaB paid homage to two 
gods. 
The sun was the beneficent 
deity, and the antithesis of the sun o1 
evil spirit they believed was a huge 
serpent, which lived ln {he center of 
lake Guatavlta and which when an­ 
gered brought storms, drought and all 
the other evllB which sometimes af* 
fliot an agricultural population. There­ 
fore, though they hated the serpen^, 
they pretended to worship him and 
sought to propitiate his wrath by 
gifts. 


Four temples to the serpent stood 
on the bank of the lake, which was 
only a mile p cross, but very deep. 
Once a year a great feast was- given 
the serpent devil. 
The chief cere* 
mony consisted of casting gold or1 
naments and other precious objects 
I~to the center of- the lake, where 
the god could get them. 
The exact 
center was found by stretching two 
hide ropes in the form of a cross, from 
tbe four temples. 
Rafts were then 
propelled toward the center of the 
lake, amid the din of musical instru­ 
ments and the cheering of the multi* 
tude. 
One raft was occupied by the 
ruler, whose body was covered with 
gold dust. 
When the precious objects 
were dumped overboard the ruler him­ 
self jumped into the lake and washed 
off the gold. 


The first Spaniards to visit the coun­ 
try witnessed these ceremonies, and 
the practice gave rise to the Spanish 
legend of El Dorado.

How fast do impulses travel along 
the nerves? The speed has been duly 
measured by the aid of the elaborate 
apparatus with which the physiologi­ 
cal laboratory of today is supplied.

This measurement has reference to 
the rate at which messages of the 
bodily telegraph system are sent from 
nerve centers along motor nerves or 
those destined to bring muscles Into 
play. 
But a second class of nerves 
exists In the body called "sensory,” 
whose duty it is to convey messages 
from the body to nerve centers. The 
rate of impulse In the sensory nerves 
is quicker than in the motor nerves.

Lake Guatavita is almost in the cen^ 
ter of the Great Andean plateau thai 
was the home of the Chibch kingdom* 
composed of Indians who lived by ag^ 
rictilture and who had a civilized form 
of government. 
One of their cities^ 
Usaquen,^ls said to have had more 
than a million inhabitants. 


The Chlbchas paid homage to two 
gods. 
The sun was 
the beneficent 
deity, and the antithesis of the sun ot 
evil spirit they believed was a huge 
serpent, which lived in £he center of 
lake Guatavita and which when an-» 
gered brought storms, drought and all 
the other evils which sometimes af« 
Slot an agricultural population. There- 
fore, though they hated the serpent; 
they pretended to worship him and 
pought to propitiate 
his 
wrath 
by 
gifts. 


Four temples to the serpent stood 
on the bank of the lake, which 
was 
only a mile p cross, but 
very 
deep. 
Once a year a great feast was- given 
the serpent devil. 
The ' chief cere» 
mony consisted of casting gold or^ 
naments and other precious objects 
Iwto the center of- the lake, where 
the god could get them. 
The exact 
center was found by stretching two 
hide ropes in the form of a cross, from 
the four temples. 
Rafts were then 
propelled toward the center of the 
lake, amid the din of musical instru* 
.ments and the cheering of the multi- 
tude. 
One raft was occupied by the 
ruler, whose body was covered with 
gold dust. 
When the precious objects 
were dumped overboard the ruler him- 
self jumped into the lake and washed 
off the gold. 


The first Spaniards to visit the coun- 
try witnessed these ceremonies, and 
the practice gave rise to the Spanish 
legend of El Dorado.

Washington.—The season of year 
has come when the department of 
agriculture is getting a line upon the 
growing crops of the world and draw- 
ing conclusions about harvest 
pros- 
pects. 
It affects the value of crops 
at home and also points with some ac- 
curacy to the likelihood of prices for 
foodstuffs six months hence, 


The department estimates are gath- 
ered from almost every quarter of the 
world, and Include a vast deal of offl- 
clal Information. 
All in all, it Is more 
reliable than the information 
which 
comes from commercial sources, be- 
cause of the evident Interest of com- 
mercial 
authorities 
in 
influencing 
prices. 
The information 
of the de- 
partment of agriculture 
is 
compre- 
hensive. 
It furnishes much about the 
great fot^d staple, wheat, but also 
much about feed for animals, about 
apples and divers fruits, barley and 
hops, in which brewers and malsters 
are concerned, flaxseed, which Is of 
moment to the great paint industry, 
and so on through a long category. 


The wheat harvest in Europe is now 
beginning. It la plain that the yield 
Is to be much better than last year. 
Russia in later times is--always an 
Uncertain factor as to wheat. 
The re- 
ports from that great domain are al- 
ways late. 
It looks as though Rus- 
sia would raise 700,000,000 bushels of 
that cereal this season, which Is above 
the harvest in Russia during 1909 and 
1910, 
The 
Russian wheat crop, de- 
pleted by severe 
drought 
in 
1911, 
amounted to hardly 500,000,000 bush- 
els. 


Wheat conditions In central 
and 
western Europe are not quite as good 
as in 1911, and a wheat shortage of 
about 60,000,000 bushels is expected 
there; but, even taking this into ac- 
count, there is promise that the wheat 
crop of all Europe this summer and 
autumn will be between 100,000,000 
and 150,000,000 bushels more than in 
1911, 


Field crops, such as oats and hay 
and other cereals, in which the Eu- 
ropean yield for 1911 was phenomenal- 
ly small,, are much better this season, 
but sufliciently short to warrant 
a 
continuance of good prices. 
The first 
cutting of hay in the European coun- 
tries bordering 
upon 
the 
Atlantic 
ocean has been noticably short. This 
will be felt the more keenly because 
the surplus crop carried over was al- 
most nothing. 


The English wheat 
crop 
will 
be 
smaller than last year. 
The French 
wheat crop, although sown on 600,000 
more acres than in 1911, will not ex- 
ceed that year's yield materially. The 
great object of agriculture In France 
Is to make the country self-sustain- 
ing. but this will be the third year 
when the French farmers, In spite of 
the high agricultural tariff for their 
protection, will not raise all the food- 
stuffs the nation will require. Imports 
of wheat into France were 75,000.000 
butfiels in 1910 and 125,000,000 bushels 
In 1911, 


The Spanish wheat crop has been 
seriously affected by drought this sum- 
mer, and the product will be less than 
Jn 1911. 
The Italian wheat crop is 
expected to show some sho^'tage over 
1911. 
In the Scandinavian countries 
wheat, however, is promising'well, but 
their crop 
is 
comparatively 
small. 
Wheat shortages are reported 
from 
Hungary and Roumanla, but these will 
jiffect the international market rather 
than the consumptior requirements at 
home, 


Canada has become a mighty fac- 
tor in the raising of wheat to fur- 
nish bread for the world. 
The wheat 
acreage In Canada has been increasing 
by leaps and bounds in recent times, 
and it Is claimed that 3,750,000 addl- 
tlonal acres have been sown there dur- 
ing 1912. 


Nowadays 
men 
v/ho study the 
world supply of food products 
are 
constantly looking away to the south- 
ern hemisphere. 
This is the begin- 
ning of winter in Argentina, but 
the 
outlook for a tremendous acreage of 
wheat there is 
much 
emphasized. 
More acres will be under wheat In 
Argentina this year than ever, 
and 
that Is true also of flaxseed' and oats. 
In Australia the sowing has been re- 
tarded ovér a wide region by the lack 
of rain, and the drought will probably 
result In quite a reduction In the crop. 
Considerable anxiety existe 
through 
British India as to wheat, because tlie 
monsoons have not come with their 
accustomed force.
